My first 
meeting 
with the Tuareg 

, was like a dream 

— and it probably 

saved my life. Some 

friends had asked me to 

travel with them into the 

Sahara Desert. The Sahara 
is the world’s largest desert— 
in fact, it’s as big as the United 
States! Two-thirds of the way, 
in the center of the desert, my car 
broke down. Because it was 
rumored there were bandits on the 
road, | didn’t want to abandon my 
car and equipment. 

“No problem,” my friends 
assured me. “Just wait here and 
we'll be back soon with equipment 
to fix the car.” But there was one 
slight problem: I only had enough 
water for one day and it was in the 
middle of summer—with tempera- 
tures reaching 135 degrees. 

As the days wore on, I became 
thirsty. Then thirstier. And 
still my friends had not re- 
tured. I wondered 
if | was going to 
die.

without enough water, 
your eyes can begin to play tricks 
on you. You see what you think is 
a lake and find that it is only the 
heat waves reflecting the sky. 

On the third day, I saw what 
appeared to be a boy riding ona 
beautiful white camel. Thinking 
this was yet another hallucina- 
tion, I closed my eyes. However, a 
few minutes later I had the feeling 
that someone was staring at me. 

I opened my eyes and, to my com- 
plete astonishment, saw a boy 
wearing a veil of dark blue cloth 
peering through the car window. 
We stared at each other for a few 
seconds. Then the boy ducked 
down and disappeared.

which he offered to me. ~~ on 
I gratefully took it and with- Pic 
out speaking gave him my last ee 
biscuit in return. He smiled with 
his eyes. Then he turned and ee 
walked away, raising his hand 
toward the sky as a farewell. 
My friends arrived the next day. | 
learned that the boy who saved my life was 
a member of the Tuareg tribe, nomads who 
live in the Sahara Desert. I was 
determined to find out more about 
these fantastic people, so I lived 
with them for a year and a half. 

As you probably know, in many 
areas of the Middle East, like Saudi 
Arabia and Iran, the women must 
veil their faceswhile the men’s faces 
are uncovered. 


With the Tuareg it is just the 
opposite. The men cover their 
faces with veils from the age of 14 
or 15 onward. The dye from this 
blue material rubs off on their 
skin, which gives them their nick- 
name, “The Blue Men of the Sa- 
hara.” The Tuareg believe that 
evil spirits can enter men’s bodies 
through their mouths, noses and 
ears if they are not protected. 
They also believe that women 
have a powerful personal 
magic that protects them 

from such spirits. 
Soon after I began living 
with the Tuareg, I 
learned that they 


are a matriar- 

chal society, whic 
means that the mother 
is the head of the family and all 
children take their mother’s last 
name. The Tuareg men are 
considered exceptionally fierce 
warriors and perhaps the best 
camel riders in the world. 

There were other surprises in 
store forme. Members of the 

Tuareg are said to be 


telepathic, which means they can 
communicate from mind to mind over 
great distances. Perhaps it was in this 
way that the boy who brought me the 
life-saving watermelon knew that 
there was a stranger in the desert 
: who needed his help. 
Near the end of my stay with 
the Tuareg, a taleb, an old 
man with psychic powers, 
offered to read my past, 
present and future.

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BLACKBEARD’S BOOTY 

Edward Teach—Black- 

beard—was one of the 
most terrifying and unpredictable 
pirates in the business. In fact, 
he once shot a mate just on a 


whim. In the late 1600s and 
early 1700s, he terrorized ship- 
ping from the Carolinas to the 
Spanish Main. According to leg- 
end, his treasure is buried be- 
neath an old black walnut tree 
somewhere between Florida and 
New Hampshire. The legend also 
has it that the loot—millions of 
dollars in gold coins—is guarded 
by the headless skeleton of a crew 
member who helped bury it. 


TREASURE BENEATH 
THE SEA 

Burt B. Webber Jr. hunted 
for the Spanish galleon Concep- 
cion for four long years. The 
Concepcion, flagship of the Span- 
ish New World Fleet, was ona 
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cay vit 
routine voyage home in 1641 WBE 
carrying gold and silver. When 
the Concepcion sailed into a hur- 
ricane in the Bahama Channel, 
the ship went down. However, 
the captain and some of the crew 
survived to tell the tale. More 
than 300 years later, Webber lo- 
cated the ship after carefully ex- 
amining documents from the 
seventeenth century. When he 
explored the sunken galleon, he 
found gold coins, a silver cande- 
labra and Chinese porcelain, 
which proved the ship was in- 
deed the Concepcion. 


ROMMEL’S RICHES 
Hitler gave German Field 
Marshal Erwin Rommel 
a fortune in gold, silver, and dia- 
monds to help buy whatever the 
army needed. Rommel’s job was 
to conquer countries from North 
Africa to Southeast Asia. But be- 
fore Rommel could use this for- 


tune, Germany was defeated. 
According to legend, Rommel 
had his officers bury the loot on 
Corsica, an island off the coast 
of France. But Rommel died 
before he could get back to it. 
Corsica is so mountainous, with 
so many good hiding places, 
that Rommel’s treasure may 
never be found. 


RAISING EGYPT 

When the British liner 
Egypt collided with a 
French steamer in the Bay of 
Biscay off the northern coast of 
Spain in 1922, more than four 
million dollars in gold and one 
million in silver were lost. Efforts 
to find the sunken ship began 
immediately, but it wasn’t until 
1930 that an Italian salvage firm 
found the ship. It took about five 
years, but using a special new 
kind of diving suit (at least new 
for 1930), dynamite, bombs and 


ee 
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electromagnets, the Italian divers 
succeeded in bringing up almost 
all of the five million dollars in 
gold and silver. 


JUST KIDDING? 
Captain Kidd is one of 
the most famous pirates 
in history. If you believe the 
books, Captain William Kidd was 
just an honest British sea captain 
who, in the late 1600s, happened 
to get mixed up with a “bad 
crew.” But if you believe the leg- 
ends, Kidd ravaged ships and 
buried jewels and gold in inlets 
and coves up and down the 
North American coast. In the 
early nineteenth century on Bai- 
ley Island near Portland, Maine, 
aman named John Wilson dug 
up a copper kettle which had 
been buried deep. It contained 
$12,000 in Spanish gold, said to 
be part of Kidd’s loot, if you be- 
lieve the legends, that is. 
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SECRET RIVER 

In the last days of the Ro- 
man Empire, Alaric, King 
of the Visigoths, rode into Rome 
and stole all the riches he could 
get his hands on. Alaric headed 
toward Sicily, an island off the 
coast of Italy, but died before he 
got there. According to legend, 
Alaric’s troops buried the king 
under the Busento river with his 
favorite horse, 25 tons of gold 
and 150 tons of silver. His men 
managed to change the course of 
the river, bury the king and then 
allow the river to return to its 
original course, flowing safely 
over Alaric’s tomb. In 1965 trea- 
sure hunters identified a spot 
where the river had been diverted 
centuries before. So the search 


goes on for Roman riches. 
Jean Lafitte, it was said, 


fo was a famous pirate who 


mourned the death of his young 
wife and buried her body with a 
fortune in stolen treasure. Joe Sil 


LAFITTE’S FORTUNE 


Wooten was a doctor who 
investigated caves and caverns. 
In 1910, while exploring Texas’s 
Rio Grande River, he found an 
old French treasure map in a 
dark cavern. It was Lafitte’s. 
But it took three years for 
Wooten to learn the map was 
of an area near Matagorda 
Island, Texas.

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must be buried pirate loot, so they 
started looking and came across 
some pretty weird things, like 
wooden barriers every 10 feet 
below ground level. And a pit 
with tunnels that flood with water, 
so digging with ordinary equip- 
ment is impossible. And coconut, 
which is normally found in the 
Caribbean. How did coconut get 
to Oak Island? Is there gold or sil- 
ver buried there? Will the mystery 
ever be solved? 


LOST DUTCHMAN 
MINE 

In 1845, a wealthy Mexi- 
can landowner named Manuel 
Peralta struck gold in the Super- 
stition Mountains of Arizona. 

For three years his workers dug 
out millions of pesos worth of 
gold. But in 1848 the Mexicans 
fought with the local Apache 
Indians. All the Mexicans were 
killed, and the location of the 
mine was lost. Many years later, 
a German prospector known as 
“The Dutchman” came out of the 


mountains with bags of gold 
claiming it was from Peralta’s 
mine. But was it? No one knows 
for sure, but every year thousands 
of people travel to the forbidding 
mountains hoping to find The 
Lost Dutchman Mine. 


GREAT BASS REEF 

In 1961 diver Mike Wil- 
son was taking underwa- 
ter pictures at the Great Bass Reef 
off Ceylon (located near India 
and now called Sri Lanka) when 
he noticed something that looked 
like a cannonball. He came back 
with more divers and discovered 
two gold-colored cannons. Be- 
cause the water in the area was 
so rough, divers could only ex- 
plore for two months of the year. 
It wasn’t until 1963 that Wilson 
and his associate, Arthur Clarke, 
were able to explore what turned 
out to be a sunken ship. They 
found brass cannons, pistols and 
bags of silver coins made in 1702 
for the Mogul emperor Aurang- 
zeb, who ruled northern India. 


It was 1961 anda storm had 
just swept through Wabasso, 
Florida. Rex Stocker was a 
teenager who was searching the 
beach with his uncle. They knew 


what many treasure hunters 
know: When winter storms blow 
out of the northeast, or when 
hurricanes come ripping through 
the Caribbean, the bottom of the 
ocean gets churned up and 
shipwrecks are shaken loose of 
their cargoes. 

Some of the loot always ends 
up on the beach. That’s why 
you'll see crowds of people 
searching the sand after a big 
storm, all hoping to find treasure 
from long ago. 

Many people use a metal 
detector, a piece of equipment 
that broadcasts a signal into the 

move the metal 
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detector back and forth, you 
hear a continuous tone through 
a pair of headphones—until the 
broadcast signal hits metal. 
Then the tone changes pitch, 
and you know to start digging. 
As it turned out, Rex didn’t 
even need his metal detector. 
He just looked down in the sand 
and there it was, glowing in the 
sun: an amazing 11 feet, 4 
inches of finely made gold 
chain—the work of a real artist. 
All together there were 2,176 
heart-shaped links weighing 
almost half a pound. At the end 
of the chain was a solid-gold 
dragon. When Rex blew into its 
mouth, the dragon whistled. 
The chain was said to be 
worth $50,000, but Rex and his 
uncle put a different value on 
it: priceless.

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Dr. Paul MacCready is one of 
America’s best inventors. He 
designed the first successful 
human-powered airplane and 
the first solar-powered airplanes 
and cars. Why does he like to 
invent things? “I want to change 
the world,” Dr. MacCready says 
softly, “as much as one littie 
person can.” 

He is more than one little 
person, though. His company, 
Aerovironment, Inc., employs a 
team of people ranging from 
engineers and scientists to design- 
ers and thinkers. Most of Dr. 

MacCready’s

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machines can share 
the world with people 
and nature. 
Dr. MacCready’s 
_ inventiveness began 
/ when he was a boy. 
The airplane was 
the most exciting new inven- 
tion back in the days 
before VCRs and 
computers, 


so he built model airplanes that 
flew longer and higher than any 
others. By 17, he was one of the 
most creative model makers in 
the country. His interest in flight 
continued and he became a pilot, 
mastering the sport of soaring, 
which is flying motorless sail- 
planes or gliders. 

He got the idea for his first 
remarkable vehicle in 1976. 
While daydreaming during a 
vacation with his family, he sud- 
denly noted an interesting coinci- 
dence: A $100,000 debt 


he owed a bank was exactly the 
amount of a prize offered to the 
first person to create a human- 
powered airplane that could fly 
for one mile. 

He stared at hawks circling 
high in the sky and dreamed 
about his sailplanes. He remem- 
bered the model airplanes he 
built and how little power they 
needed. And he figured he could 
create a giant airplane from 
aluminum tubing, cardboard 
and balsa wood covered with thin 
plastic.Because it would be so 
light, it would need 


power to fly—the same amount 
of power that a strong bicyclist 
can generate for 10 or 
15 minutes. 
* The pedal-powered air- 
plane called the Gossamer 
Condor was born. In 1977, 
after months of testing, the 
70-pound Gossamer Condor 
flew at a speed of 10 mph for 
a little more than a mile, with 
its pilot pedaling furiously to

one-passenger Sunraycer, is 

meant to replace ordinary family cars. 
Instead of driving this electric car 

to the gas station, you plug it into the 

wall to recharge its batteries. You can drive 

the zippy car more than 100 miles before it needs 

another charge. The batteries last for about 20,000 

miles (about 1'% years of normal driving) 

before they must be replaced. 

Dr. MacCready believes that people will 
choose electric over gasoline cars, espe- 
cially if gas prices keep rising and if pollu- 
tion from car exhaust gets worse. In addi- 


tion, some people believe that electric cars 
will need a new kind of battery that costs less 
and needs to be charged less often. 
The Impact remains a deep secret for now, as are most of 
Aerovironment'’s new projects. But Dr. MacCready does hint 
at a new project with two words: “Flying toys.” 


Sounds like there could be fun in the future. —lim Onosko 


Metal grinds on metal. Claws 
rip into rock. Intense heat is 
generated by raw friction. No, 
this isn’t a rock concert. It’s the 
construction of a 31-mile-long 
tunnel beneath the English 
Channel, the narrow strip of 
water that separates England 
from the rest of Europe. 

Today, 1,500 workers risk their 
lives day and night, digging 300 
feet below water level to build the 
tunnel, which has been nick- 
named “The Chunnel.” On the 
French side of the channel, 
workers are digging toward 
England. In a few years, they'll 
meet in the middle. 

The workers operate huge tun- 
nel-boring machines that are hun- 
dreds of feet long. The machines 
drill through the earth and haul 
mud out of the tunnel, which is 24 
feet in diameter. 

Travelers will be able to use the 
tunnel by the summer of 1993. 
You'll drive your car into a spe- 
cially designed railway car, and 
the electric train will whisk you 
under the English Channel at 75 : 
mph. You’ll reach the opposite ENGLISH 
shore in just half an hour! :
